Sir, 

I HAVE the honor to submit herewith the returns of administration 
for the portion of the year 1883-84 which terminated with the Maharajah’s attain¬ 
ment of his majority on the 4th October last. 

• 

2. Only a few months having elapsed since the last annual report for 
1882-83 was before Government, I have in the present report confined myself 
as much as possible to the record of statistics and financial results, both because 
the occasion seems to call more for the submission of a balance sheet than of an 
annual report, and also because there has not been time or opportunity to show 
that my remarks in last report on the general prosperity of the State, the 
condition of the people, the state of trade and agriculture, &c., require any 
material correction. 

3. Even as regards statistics I have omitted some and curtailed others of 
the tables usually submitted at the close of the year, as statistics for a broken 
portion of a year would only be valuable if accurately compared with the figures 
for a similar portion of the previous year, and this, I regret to say, has not been 
possible to do in many cases, as for instance in the compilation of crime returns, 
as the preparation of comparative statements for the first six months of the preced¬ 
ing year would entail an amount of time and labour which is neither at my 
disposal nor at that of any of the State officers, who are all too fully employed 
with the affairs of the future administration to devote much time at present to 
criticism of the past. 

4. I have appended to the rdport a synoptical sketch of our administration 
from the end of the year 1865 up to which period the two reports of Colonel 
Jenkins and Mr. Beveridge, Officiating Deputy Commissioner, carry us. I have, 
to avoid the trouble of reference, briefly summarised the main points of interest 
in Mr. Beveridge’s report, and also sketched the state of affairs when Colonel 
Haughton first took charge.

6. The current demand for the y)eriod under report, amounting to 
Rs. 4,93,471, fell short of that for the first six months of 1882-83 by Rs. 2,572. 
This decrease is due to reductions granted at the end of the last year for resump¬ 
tion of jotes which did not elicit any bid at revenue sales, to loss of land by 
diluviou, and to taking up of lands for public purposes. 

7. The collections amounted to Rs. 4,77,906 against Rs. 3,11,854 during 
the first six months of 1882-83. The increase is due to the fact that while the 
total amount of collections of the second kist of 1882-83, made towards the end 
of September and the beginning of October, Avere not actually remitted to the 
Treasury from the sub-divisional offices before the close of the second quarter, 
the whole of the kist money for the second quarter of the current year that could 
be collected was remitted on or before the 3rd October, as under special orders 
the accounts had to be closed on that day. The apparent increase exists therefore 
only on paper. On the other hand the collections fell short of the current demand 
by Rs. 15,565 ; which would not have been the case if we could have kept our 
accounts open for a few days more, and received moneys from jotedars who did 
not promptly come forward before the Srd Octqber. The pooja holidays were 
also at hand, and the collection work had to be stopped. 

8. The balance due at the end of the period under report was Rs. 3,15,250. 
The greater portion of this balance is the arrear balance due by the involved 
estates belonging to minors and disqualified proprietors, which were, until the 
latter part of 1882, under the management of the Court of Wards. A large 
part of it will prove irrecoverable, and, for reasons fully recorded in last year’s 
report, the remainder wilt have to be recovered gradually. The following table 
shows the demand, collection, and balance for each sub-division.

The decrease in the number of processes served free of charge is due 
to the decrease in the number of Istahars for the settlement of syrat mehals. 
These mehals were mostly settled for three years in 1882-83. The number of 
processes for which fees were realised was 18,087 against 16,107 issued during 
tjie first six months of 1882-83; this increase is attributable to the increase 
in tfie number of rent and civil cases. The increase in value of peon-fee stamps 
is also partly due to the fact that the Sub-divisional officers sent in all their 
moneys this year before the 8rd October. 

21. The Crops and condition of the people .—There was a long break in the 
rains during the month of July. At one time the prospects of the late rice 
looked gloomy for, owing to the unusual dryness of soil in many places, the 
transplantation of the late rice was* impossible. But early in August 
and in September came very heavy rain, and the ryots were not slow to take 
advant^e of it. The Dewan thinks that though.Cooch Behar is better off than 
many districts of Bengal, the outturn of late rice will be below the average. 
I can only say that wherever I have been, I have seen heavy crops with full 
heads of grain, and that my chaprassies and others who go about the country and 















know, say tliat the rice crop is very good this year. In the west of iJje State it 
may not be perhaps so good as in the Sudder Sub-diviHOn. The onttiim of Jute 
was not very good. The early rice was a fidr crop. The partial fidlure of the rice 
crop in Bengal will benefit the Cooch Behar cultivator, who at aO events has a 
good deal more than he requires for his own consumption. 

22. Estate under the management of the Maleutcherrg .—There were 8 estates 
under the management of the Malcutcherry. Of these, the one belonging to the

25. Charge of o^m, appointmenU^ and transfm .—Babn Grish Chandra 
Sirkar, Naib ihilkar of Dinhata, reverted to the service of Government in the 
month of July; he was relieved by Babu Kedar Nath Mukeijee who was suc¬ 
ceeded at the Sudder Station by Babu Priya Nath Ghosh. No other transfers 
took place during the period under report. 


SECTION n.-DBPARTMENT OP AORICTOTUEE AND POBEST. 

26. There is little to record in this department, the portion of the year 
under report being one during which agricultural operations are confined to 
preparation of fields, and transplantation of rice. 

27. The new fruit garden has been cleared and levelled, and grafts of fruit 
trees procured and planted. A trained gardener on Rs. 18 a month with a mate 
on Rs. 9 has also been engaged. 

28. Two new Sissoo nurseries were made, and a second plantain grove com¬ 
menced. The object of the plantain groves is to provide “ charra” or fodder for 
elephants, and so to lighten the drain on the private plantain groves, which have 
been mulcted rather heavily since the increase in the number of elephants. 

29. The total number of cattle in the Home and Sub-divisional breeding 
establishments are now 11 bulls, 22 cows, and 52 calves, of which 30 are males, 
and 22 females. This shows an increase of 4 animals since last report. The 
number of serviceable bulls on March 31st, 1883, was 8 only, and is now 11, 
so three bulls bred here have been transferred from the calf list to that of 
the serviceable bulls. The total cost of maintaining the cattle was Rs. 1,996, 
which gives an average of Rs. 21-14-10 per head.

33. Country Spirit .—There is a decrease of Rs. 282*3 in the revenue 
lerived irom country spirit. The monthly demand for some of the out*8till 
hops was very high; it came down a little in the last settlement. But still 
he revenue did not materially suffer, and the price for country spirit did not 
lecrease. 


34. Imported spirits .—^There was again some increase in the consumption 
»f imported spirits. This subject was fully dealt with in the last annual report, 
Steps will have to be soon taken for increasing the rate of import duty, and thus 
protecting the large revenue derived firom country spirit. 

35. Ganja .—There is an increase in the consumption of ganja caused 
‘paftly, it is believed, by the influx of a large number of masons and coolies 

employed in different works, and partly by the growing prosperity of the people. 
The consumption reached its maximum in 1877*78 when it amounted to 92 mds. 
5 srs. 14 ch.; in the following year, 1878*79, the quantity remamed very nearly 
the same. There was a sudden decrease to 76 mds. in 1879-80, when the rate of 
duty was raised. The decrease continued. Durmg the last year the rate was 
again increased, and the quantity came down to 70 mds. The collections of duty 
however, did not fall off. For the ‘first time during the last 4 years an increase 
in consumption is now observable, after the dose of the current year we shall be 
able to ascertain more satisfactorily what the red causes at work are. 

86. Opium .—Under opium there is a decrease which has probably been 
caused by the precautions takm by the exdse officers of the neighbouring 

























districts, for preventing British subjects from purchasing the drug from our 
shops near the frontier. 

37. The slight increase and decrease uuder olher heads caU for no expla¬ 
nations. , 

38, It will be observed that on the whole there is an mcrease of 
Rs. 1,044-6, out of which Rs. ,383 is the amount of duty collected from the 1st 
to the 3rd October. Up to the 30th September thwefore there was a net 
increase of Rs. 661-6. 


SSOTIOH IV.-8TAMP BEVBNUB. 

39. It will be observed on a reference to the statement of Stamp Revenue 
that the total value of stamps sold from the Ist April to the 3rd October last 
was Rs. 78,063 ; after deducting Rs. 2,288-4 on account of discount allowed to 
vendors, and adding Rs. 43-6 on account of hues &c., the net amount credited 
in the account was Rs. 75,818-2.

41. The increase in the collections is only partly attributable to the 
increase in the institutions of cases. The chief cause of the increase, as shown 
above, however, is that owing to the closing of the accounts on the 3rd October 
last all the moneys from the Sub-divisional offidfers were remitted and credited 
on or before that date. The amount received in the Treasury from the 1st to 
the 3rd October was so large ^ Rs. 14,367. 
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' 42. The acoottntB for the first portion of the year 1883-84, i.e. for the period 

firom list April to 8rd October 1883, shew a Revenue of Rs, 7,38,593 agamst 
Rs. 6,96,850 in the Revised Estimate, The expenditure shews ft 10,67,667 
against ft 11,29,996. Theve is'thus a deficit of Rs- 3,29,074 only in Revenue 
instead of Ra- 4,33,146, as anticipated in idxe Revised Estimate. The receipts from 
revenue have exceeded the revised estimate which was cautiously framed, while 
there are savings in expenditure under aijuost every head of the accounts. 

43. The increase in revenue has occurred under the following circum¬ 
stances. ‘ I 

44. /.— Land Rewnwc.—Shews a decrease of R9-l,083, owing to the fact 
that the entire revenue collected in the Sub-divisions for the last fast could not be 
remitted to the Treasury before the close of the period for which the accounts 
are made up. The decrease is therefore nominal. 

45. II. — Stamp. —Shews an increase of Rs- 23,106 partly due to increase in 
litigation, and partly to credit of remittances from Sub-division, vide Stamp report. 

46. ///.—/ntercst.—Shews an increase of Rs- 1,301, owing to the fact 
that the interest for the broken period due upon the securities sold is realized. 

47. IV, — Debutter. —Sinews a decrease of Rs- 2,169, owing to the same 
cause as has been ascribed under Land Revenue. 

48. V. — Miscellaneous. —Shews an increase of Rs- 12,678. This is mainly 
due to increase in receipts firom unclaimed deposits, sale of bullion, and Darjee¬ 
ling house rent. 

49. VI, — Excise. —Shews an increase of Rs- 3,139. The influx of coolies 
For the Public Works Department is conjectured to be the cause of this increase 
in the latter part of the period under report. 

50. VII. — Law and Justice. —The increase under this head, Rs-153, is so 
trifling that it does not call for any remark. 

51. VIII.—Jail, —Shews a decrease of ft 813. This is attributable to the 
'act that a certain quantity of bricks manufactured have remained unsold. 

52. IX. — Registration, —Under this head there is an increase of Rs. 339. 
The receipts under the head are annually increasing. 

53. X. — Education. —Shews a slight increase of Rs, 16, which does not 

:all for explanation. * 

54. XL—Public IFiorfe.—Shews an increase of 5,076, chiefly owing to 
sale of stock to the contractors. Thus the net increase in revenue is Rs. 41,743. 

55. The decrease in expenditure under its various heads is explained in 
Ehe Tollovving way :— 

56. I,—Household ^c. —Decrease Rs. 4,985. This is chiefly owing to 
savings in the purchase of elephants. 

57. 2.—Land Revenue. —Decrease Rs. 1,518. This is attributable to 
savings in almost every sub-head. 

58. Education. —Decrease ^Rs. 1,623. This is mainly due to non¬ 
purchase of books for the Library. • • 

59. L—Law and Justice. —Decrease Rs. 301. This is due to savings in 
the sub-head Miscellaneous under Dewany and Fbuzdary Courts. 

60. 5.— Administration. —^Decrewe Rs. 1,562. This is chiefly due to savings 
under Deputy Commissioner’s office contingencies. 



# • 

61. 6.—/atl.—Decrease Rs. 513. This is due to savings under the head 
Rations to prisoners. 

62. 7.—Po^.—Decrease Rs. 2,121. This is owing to savings under auh* 
heads, Establishment and Executive Force. 

68. 8.—Decrease Rs. 426. This is due to non-payment of the 
pay of men on leave, and is therefore nominal. 

64 d.—Miscellaneow, —^Decrease Rs. 34,835. This is chiefly due to the un¬ 
expended amount under the sub-head Maharajah’s Installation. Out of Rs. 60,000 
provided in the budget for this half yew for preliminary expenses, a little more 
than half only was adjusted. 

65. 10.—Pensions ^c.—Decrease Rs. 1,043. This is due to savings undor 
Gratuity and Miscellaneous. 

66. 11.—PeiuWer.—Decrease Rs. 2,487. This is mainly due to savings 
under Repair of Temples. 

67. 12.— Medical. —Decrease Rs. 587. This is chiefly due to savings unda 
the sub-head diet to In-patients. 

68. 13.— Registration. —^Increase Rs. 198. This is due to increase of Re¬ 
gistration fees. An increase in receipts has been shewn on the receipt side. 

69. 15.— Printing and Stamp charges. —Increase Rs. 537. This is due to 
increase in commission paid on sale of additional stamps. 

70. 16.— PtMic Works. —Decrease Rs. 11,113. The decrease anticipated 
in the Revised Estimate was Rs. 81,394, but a further decrease of Rs. 11,113 has 
been effected in the actuals owing to savings in the Palace and ordinary Public 
Works Departments, principally due to slow progress. 

71. The differences between Budget estimates and actuals being thus 
accounted for, I proceed to deal with the treasury account of rece^Jts and dis¬ 
bursements. 


RECEIPTS. 

72. Government of Bengal .—^Increase Rs. 43,596. This is chiefly doe to 
remittance from Post Office. 

73. Remittance Account.— Rs. 10,435. This is in adjustment of 
the remittance accounts. The difference is therefore nominal. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

74. With the exception of Advances Recoverable and Remittance Accounts 
there is no other head under which a marked difference is shewn m the disburse¬ 
ment side of the account. 

75. The increase of Rs. 29,019 under Advances Recoverable is chiefly due 
to advances made on account of the proposed Railway, and to some transfer 
adjustments. 

76. The increase of Rs. 17,650 under Remittance Account is due to remit¬ 

tance made to meet additional disbiursemeiits in the Maharajah’s Establishment 
at Calcutta. • 

77. The cash balance of the Treasuries on the 3rd October 1888, amounts 
to Rs. 3,89,096, or in other words, better than that anticipated in the Revised .< 
Estimate by Rs. 1,24,647, owing to general savings in the disbursement side of 
the account, and to increase in receipts on the other side. 
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78. A third Btatement appended shows the State assets and liabilities from 
which it will be seen that the assets have been considerably decreased owing 
chiefly to sale of Government securities, and on the other hand the liabilities 
for the Government dues have increased owing principally to receipt of Post 
office remittances, and partly also to receipt from the Bank of Bengal of 
notes required for the Treasury, 'which were debited to the account of the Gooch 
Behar State, not have been paid for in cash. 


SKcnoir vi.-niDimiiBmTioN of orra. jxjstxcB. 

79. The principal event connected with the administration of Civil 
Justice during the half year under report, has been the appointment of an Assis¬ 
tant Dewany Ahilkar to relieve the Naib Ahilkars of Dinhata and Mathabanga 
of all Civil jurisdiction for which the increasing duties of a Sub-divisional officer 
left them no time, the consequence being that work was slurred over, and files 
heavily in arrears. The appointment was experimentally conferred on Babu Sitanath 
Banerjee, the Senior Inspector of Police, an oflSicer of long service in the State, 
and whose antecedents rendered it probable that he would be better fitted for the 
work of a Judicial officer than that of a Policeman, he having commenced his 
career in the Education Department, and having also in one occasion officiated 
as a Naib Ahilkar, for the disposal of arrears, and tried many civil cases with 
very creditable ability, the percentage of his decisions upheld in appeal being 
remarkably good. He will sit alternately at the two Sub-divisions, all extra 
judicial orders necessary in his absence being passed by the Sub-divisional officer. 

80. Owing to the transfer of Babu Kedar Nath Mookerjee to the Sub¬ 
division of Dinhata, the office of the Additional Naib Ahilkar was vacant from 
22nd July to Ist October 1883, Babu Priya Nath Ghose having joined the office 
on the 2nd October, only one day before the close of the period under report. 
During this time, the Dewany Ahilkar disposed of 73 regular suits of the Addi¬ 
tional Naib Ahilkar’s file in addition to those of his own file. 

81. The 3 and 18 cases shewn as institutions under the names of the 
Assistant and Additional Naib Ahilkars, were, in re^ty, re-admissions and not 
institutions. 

82. The following are the tables shewing the general results of the 
administration of Civil Justice :—

85. There i;eeif no material changes as regards the charge of offices 
daring ^e period nnder report. Babu Grish Chunder Sircar having reverted 

irto Government service on the 2 let July, Baba Kedar Nath Mookerjee was placed 
in charge of tiie Dinhata Sab-division as a temporary measare. 

86. Criminal sta£stlc$. —The total namber of cognizable and non-cog- 
nizable cases reported daring the period under report was l,lddy of these, 5^ 
were cognizable and 654 were non-cognizable. Amongst the cognizable cases 
“ offences against llie State, public tranqaility, safety and justice” {vide Class 1, 
Statement A. Part I,) amounted to 3. In Glass II that is “ serious offences 
against person,” the number was 58. There were 236 cases under the Class III. 
The number of “ minor offences against the person” Class IV, was 6. State¬ 
ment A, Part II, shews the number of cases in each class of non-cognizable 
offences. In Class I, “ offences against the State, public tranquility &c.,” there 
has been 70 cases. There was no case in Class II, “ serious offences against 
person.” Offences under Class III, “ serious offences against property,” were 5. 
Class IV, “ minor offences against person,” shews 290 cases. There were 97 
cases in Class V, “ minor offences against property.” Class VI, “ other offences 
not specified above,” shews a total of 160 cases. There were 32 cases under 
special laws. 

87. The number of cases not enquired into -under Section 157 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code was 21.

91. JSfisceUaneoiis proceedings under the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure .—^Five persons were ordered to find security for good behaviour during the 
period under report. There were 19 applications for maintenance made. Of 
these 6 were decided in favor of the applicants, 10 refused, 1 compromised, 
and 2 applications were pending at the end of the time ; attachment proceedings 
for the appearance of defendants had to be taken in 7 cases. Rupees 30 were 
awarded as compensation to defendants under Section 250, Code of Criminal Pro¬ 
cedure. Proceedings had to be taken in 3 cases for the suppression of local 
nuisances during the period.

144. The total number of Police and Military treated, including 10 remain¬ 
ing fr^ the previous year, was 184^ of which^97 suffered with malarious fever, 
agfrfrad remittent, 23 diarrhoea, 13 rheumatism and 9 respiratory affections. 
Two deaths occurred from cholera among the Military, and one from the same 
cause in the Police. 


% 
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145. Dr. Briscoe records the following observations regarding the cholera 
epidemic, which was tar and away the worst which has visited Cooch Behar 
during my tenure of office 

Epidemes.—ki the close of last official year, I stated I was afraid that, as only 0'61 
inches of rain had fallen during the previous five months, we would have a severe out-break 
of cholera if the rain kept off much longer. In April the disease made its appearance in 
the Dinhata Sub-division, and soon extended to all parts of the State. Mathabhanga 
suffered the most. The disease was of a very virulent type, and when it appeared in any 
dwelling, very few of its inmates escaped. Between the 13th and 27th April 7 inches of 
rain fell, and we had a good rain-fall during May and June, but the disease did not begin 
to abate till about the middle of June, and disappeared towards the latter end of July.” 

“ Chlorodyne and cholera pills were freely distributed among the people through the 
Fouzdary and Naib Ahilkars, also the Police, and it is said they saved many lives." 

“ The Dinhata Native Doctor and his compounder were out treating the sufferers, two 
compounders were also sent from the Sudder, and one from Mathabhanga; the three latter 
were out nearly the whole time and did all they possibly could, but in many instances on 
account of the people being so ignorant and superstitious regarding the cause of the 
disease, they refused to be treated, and preferred dying rather than take medicine." 

“ The total number treated by them was 1,030 of which 457 recovered and 667 died." 

“ The Police report that in the whole State 3,304 were attacked, 2,543 died, and 761 
recovered.” 

146. To show how cholera fastens on particular spots I give the following 
detailsA case of dacoity occurred about 8 miles from the Sudder Station. A 
Sub-Inspector and some constables were deputed to investigate. They found 
that out of about 25 inhabitants of a bari where the dacoity had taken place 
only four were left alive, and of those two were very young children, and the eldest 
of the survivors only about 18. His father, mother, elder brothers, uncles, all. 
were dead. The dacoits had been attracted by the prospect of an easy booty, for 
the old man was known to have some money. Of thff Police who investigated 
the case, three were attached with cholera, one del, and two recovered under treat¬ 
ment. Had it not been for the dacoity it is extremely improbable that one half 
of this wholesale mortality would ever have been reported to the Police, or found 
out by them. 

147. The devotion and self sacrifice displayed by Dr. Briscoe durmg the 
epidemic not only as regards the Jail which is his more special charge, but in 
visiting remote bam and ferreting out the soufces of the disease cannot be too 
highly commended. \ 

148. There were no vaccine operations worth recording during the period 
under review. The season is now about to commence. 
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150. Bftba Wooma CSmm Das^ Bapennteodent of Edacation, baviog 
]angerouBly ill, was obliged to take leave in September. It is doubtfiil whether 
le ^ ever be fit to rgoin his aj^poiatment. 

151. As on previous simSar oc(»sk)nB, the charge of the departaient 
vas entrusted to Baba Bire^ar Ealit, the Assistant Sturgeon incharge of 
dispensary.

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From this it will be seen that th%re is a decrease of 5 in the ntimber 
0 aided and of 20 in the number of nnaided schools, as well as a Ming off of 77? 
and 571 respectively in the roll call and daily average attendimce. 

153. Two causes, one a recurrent one, the other abnormal, account for this 
apparent want of vitality. The portion of the ye5r from April to August inciumve 
is one during which the whole available strength of the cultivating classes is 
directed, first to the collection of the biiri harvest, and secondly to the cultivation 
of the late rice fields and the transplantation of the young seedlings. State 
schools fall off in attendance, and private schools simply collapse for the time, the 
guru himself often joining his pupils in the fields. A return taken at this period 
of the year would therefore always show a falling off. Had it been taken a 
month earlier probably the decrease would have been still greater. 

154. But to the above cause must in the present case be added the unusually 
severe outbreak of cholera throughout the State, to which more than 3,000 persons 
fell victims according to the Police reports which are notoriously always under 
the mark. 

155. There is no reason to fear that the present statistics prove that educa* 
tion is becoming unpopulM*, or its progress retrograde. Many of the unaided 
schools which had d^ppeared may We been already resuscitated. 
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156. Tiie iacome and expenditure of the department for the broken period 
of the yewris given m the subjoined tables.

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different classes of 'Schools in the State Vonld be Rs. 11,881-1-10 instead of 
Ks. 10,251-7-3 thathawaotuallybeen brought on the present returns. To explain 
this it is necessary to state that the local subscriptions of naofiissil schools in the 
State are not paid month after month like the State grant, but realized periodically 
according to the convenience of the people, when they have enough of ready 
money in their hands after the sale of the staple crops of the country viz. tobacco, 
paddy and jute. During the past few months the people had only one opportunity 
of paying their dues after the sale of tobacco ; the balance they will clear after the 
sale of jute and paddy in October and January. 

158. The fees ■deposited in the Treasury will appear from the following

159. As no examinations have been held since the submission of the last 
report I do not think it necessary to describe the condition of the various schools 
from a strictly educational point of view. I give howpver, the following details 
which concern the financial aspect of the department. 

160. Among the aided schools the changes that took place during the past 
six months were as follows :— 

. State contributions were withdrawn from 3 middle class vernacular schools, 
5 patbsbalas and 3 girls’ schools, as the negligence of the managers and the 
mischief dbne by cholera reduced them to such a state as could not in any way 
warrant the payment of a grant Against these, 6 pathshalas from among the 
un-aided, that had done good work for upwards of a year, received aid during 
the period under report; so that altogether there was a loss of 5 aided schools 
and 412 pupils which, had time been allowed, would have been fully recouped, 
as there are recommendations from the Deputy Superintendents for transfer 
of grants to several new lower class vernacular schools which have been doing 
good work for sometime past. 

• • 

161. Middle Class English School. —T'berc were 5 middle class English 
schools on the 3rd of October last with a roll call of 15C pupils and an average 
daily attendance of 109, against 5 schools, 163 pupils and 88 average daily at¬ 
tendance of the 31st of March ; so that there has been a nominal loss of 7 pupils, 
and »gain of 21 in the daily attendance. The State contribution to these schools 
for the last 7 months amounted to Ha- 775-9-5, while the sum raised locally 
came up to Rs. 662-6-3. Eleven candidates competed in the last minor scholar¬ 
ship examination, 4 from Mekllgunj, 1 from Mathabhanga, 1 from Barakhagra- 
bari, 3 from Dinhata and 2 from Gobrasara. The result has not yet come out 
from the ofiBice of the Inspector erf' schools in Rajshye. 

162. Middle Class Vernacular &hooh. —On the 3rd of October last there 
were 78 Middle class Vernacular schools with 2,630 pupils, and an average daily 
attendance of 1,582, against 81 schools, 2,778 pupils, and a daily attendance 
of lj68'l on the Slat of March last. There has thus been a loss of 3 schools, 
148 pupils, and a downfall in attendance by 99. The decrease in the number of 
institutions, pupils and average daily attendance, is due to the withdrawal of 

K 
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State grants from Jorepatki, Khagrabari'and Shetai schools, which were thought 
quite undeserving of any aid from the State under conditions of the grants-in* 
ud rules. The grants of two of these have still been kept in abeyance, but will 
ere long be utilized in aiding a few of the many deserving Pathsalas that have 
been turning out good work for the last two ye^rs. The Shetai grant has already 
been allotted to three deserving Pathsalas. 

163. Lower Class Vernacular Schools .—There were 169 aided lower class 
Vernacular schools in the State on the 3rd of October last, that is, 122 Pathsalas, 
20 night schools, and 21 girls’ schools, attended by 4395 pupils with an average 
daily attendance of 2540. The corresponding number on the 31st of March 
last were 171 schools and 4682 pupils with an average daily attendance of 2805. 
There was thus a decrease of 2 schools and 287 pupils, and a falling off of 265 
in the daily attendance. The out-break of cholera, as has been explained before, 
told considerably on the attendance of these schools; and the difference m the 
number of schools is explained by the fact of some grants having been with¬ 
held from indifferent Pathsalas. 

164. Of the 48 unaided schools the income from local sources is stated to be 
Be- 1,386-6. Further dfetails regarding them will be found in the tables 
already given. 

165. The work done by the Deputy Superintendents is summarised in 
the following table.

166, The report of Assistant Inspector Baboo Brahmo Mohun MuUick, 
specially deputed, and my remarks thereon were forwarded to Government 
tWugh the Commissioner during the half year under report. The Lieutenant- 
Governor will doubtless return the report to the Maharajah in Council with his 
re’ommendations, to which due weight will no doubt be given. It is needless^ 
under the circumstances for me to criticise the working of the department in* the 
present report.

167. The amount allotted for this half year was Bs, 65,728, and the total 
outlay was Rs. 55,377. 

168. The statement hereto appended will shew the expenditure under 
different heads. The works executed during this half year are described as 
follows. 

CIVIL BUILDINGS. 

Oeiqinal Woekb. 

169. Bmoving Rajander. —A new house for the Eajkumari has been con¬ 
structed, and a portion of the new bamboo enclosure in andar Iso. 2 made, and the 
materials for completing this andar have also been collected. Some old houses 
have also been removed and reconstructed in andar No. 1. The total amount ex¬ 
pended during the half year was Rs. 1,106. 

170. New Telegraph Office. —The site selected for this building was fiill of 
huts belonging to private residents which have been removed, and the site levelled. 
Bricks were carted to the spot, but were made over to the contractors for 
the palace to facilitate progress with the North wing ; the construction of the 
Telegraph office has therefore been postponed. The amount expended during 
this half year was Rs. Slli. 

171. Addition to Store-room in the Jail. —This room is 40x18 feet. It 
has been constructed in the same style as the main building. This work has 
been completed with the exception of some minor items during this half year at 
a cost of Rs. 1,840. 

172/ Stair case in the Printing and Settlement Record office. —The old stair 
case which was rather stiff has been replaced with a better one made of teak 
wood. The total expenditure was Rs. 722. 

173. Guest house near the proposed site of Railway Station. —This house is 
40 X 30. It has been constructed with thatched roof, lath and plaster walls, 
and boarded floor. It has got 4 sleeping rooms with a portico in front and a 
verandah at the back. This house was originally intended for a guest house for 
the installation, but subsequently it has been converted into a Dak Bungalow. 
This house has been completed with the exception of some minor items. The 
total expenditure was Rs. 2,923. 

Annual Repaibs. 

• 174, Some of the buildings have been partially repaired durihg this half 
year. The bungalow previously occupied by Mr. Cane was thoroughly repaired 
to make it suitable for the accommodation of English guests. As the annual 
repairs to the buildings are generally taken in hand after the rains, a very 
small amount was provided for each building under the head of repairs in the 
Budget for this half year, but some of the buildings to be used for the accom¬ 
modation of the guests during the ^stallation having needed repair, the internal 
repairs necessary were executed duting.this half year, and the amount allotted 
for each building has therefore been exceeded in some cases. The total amount 
budgeted for the annual repeurs has not, however, been exceeded. 

175. The total amount budgeted under this head was Rs. 8,061, and the 
amount expended was Rs. 6,458. 
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COMMUNKATION. 

OmoiKAi.. 

176. Feeder road (2nd portion). —The turfing on the profiles of the new 
embankment has been completed, and 41 rft. of pile bridges constructed in the 
extension of the Balararapur feeder road. The pile bridges already commenced 
on the Shitai and Durgapur road, have been completed during this half year. 
The total rft. of bridges was 278 ft. Total amount budgeted under this head 
was Ks. 3,000 and the total expenditure was Rs. 3,441. 

177. Wooden bridge on the Shetai and Sagurdigi Road. —One pile bridge of 
50 ft. span, that was commenced before, has been completed during the half year. 

A new embankment between Gosanimari temple and the Singimari river has 
been turfed. The amount provided in the budget was Es. 1,256 and the 
expenditure was Rs. 995. 

178. Sagurdigi Road. —One wooden culvert has been constructed at a 
cost of Rs. 57. 

Repairs. 

179. The annual surface repairs have been executed to the following roads. 

1. Rungpore Road. 3. Buxa Road. 

2. Bowti Road. 4. Kalighat Road. 

Besides, the Emigration road to the west of Gooch Behar, and the Dhnbri 
road have also been partly repaired. Some of the bridges on the above roads 
have been tarred. 

180. Town Roads. —These roads have been thoroughly repaired during this 
half year. 

181. Town metalled Roads. —About 3 miles of metalled roads have been 
thoroughly repaired. Amount budgeted under this head was Rs. 19,750, and 
the expenditure was Rs. 16,143. 

MISCELLANEOUS PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT. 

182. Metalling town Roads. —2,200 r.ft.'of Voads have been metalled daring 
this half year, and the bricks collected on some other roads, and the works are in 
progress. The total length of the roads metalled up to date is 7| miles. The 
amount provided in the budget was Rs. 4,000, and the expenditure was Rs. 2,671. 

183. Masonry culverts. —One culvert has been constructed, and 4 Raniganj 
pipe culverts provided for the town roads during this half year at a cost of 
Rs712. 

184. The bund made near the Mathabhanga sub-division has been turfed.

185. Two pucea wells. —One in the mark^ place at Cooch Behar, and ih* 
other at the Chowrahat on the Rungpore .road which were commenced befwe, 
have been sufficiently sunk before the rains, but not entirely completed, The 
amount budgeted was Rs. 481 an4 the expenditure was Rs. 389.

186. Forest. —The avenues on the road sides have been regularly 
tained as usual. Amount expended daring this year was Es. 480.
